Ida finally quit her place. Her 
family impressed on her the dally 
peril she ran. She remained at home 
several days and then started to the 
plant to draw her pay. She never 
reached the office to draw her money 
and she was never again seen alive 

her relatives, They reported her 
ppearance to the police. 

Yesterday evening two boys walk- 
img on the river bank saw a body 
im the water near an old sail boat. 
They called the lice and when the 
body was taken from the river it was 
seen that it answered the description 
of the missing Ida Cutaia. 

No marks of knife or bullet could 
be detected and it is believed that 
death came from drowning. She was 
fully clothed. The police are con- 
vinced that she was murdered. 
Whether she was drowned or 
strangled will be known until a 
post mortem performed. The in- 
quest was begun today but did not 
clear the mystery.
